eldest’ son, walking on ¢ 
another white man, was caught, by the throat. 
by.Ratu Timothy (Cakobau’s son), who tried 
to throw him over the jotty, but was pravent- 
ed by the white man from doing 80... We 
live hero-in a reign ‘of terror, Some of the 
most respectable’ residents in Levuka bave 
formed themselves into'a society called the 
British Mutual Protection Society, under the 
command of Capt. Beatson, o retired British 
naval officer. If it were not ‘for them, wo 
should. be af the mercy of the natives and 
our utprincipled Government. 

Now-I must tell you my own particular
